SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Triple X Nr. 3 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Triple X Nr. 3 is a magazine that explicitly depicts sexual activity between men and 
women. The magazine also contains a mail catalogue insert. The catalogue 
advertises the availability of two video recordings that feature teenage females 
engaged in sexual activity. The catalogue also advertises the availability of a sexual 
aid in the form of an inflatable doll. The doll is referred to as Teenage Girl'. These 
products are made available for the sexual gratification and arousal of an adult 
market. In this way the advertising of these products tends to perpetuate the 
exploitation of young persons for the purposes of providing adult entertainment and 
the idea that contact of a sexual nature between adults and teenagers is legitimate. 

The magazine therefore tends to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in reaching 
this decision. However, as s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 is a deeming provision it prevails over the rights and freedoms 
set out in the NZBR Act. No further consideration need be given to the NZBR Act. 
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
